Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are here- 
by required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town 
qualified by law to vote in Town affairs to meet at the Town 


ital 


Hall on Monday, the fourth day of March next, punctually at 
9:00 o’clock in the forenoon (the polls may be closed at 6:30 
P.M. on said day of meeting) to act upon the following articles, 
namely: 


Article 1. ‘To choose a moderator to preside at said meet- 
ing. 


Article 2. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing, including the following officers: Town Clerk, 
Treasurer, Collector, one Selectman for three years, one Asses- 
sor for three years, one Road Commissioner for three years, one 
member of the School Committee for three years, one Library 
Trustee for three years, one Park Commissioner for three years, 
one Commissioner of Trust Funds for three years, five Con- 
stables, and a Tree Warden. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to hear and act 
upon the report of the Selectmen, Board of Public Welfare, 
School Committee, Engineers of the Fire Department, and any 
other officers and committees of said Town. 


Article 4. To raise and appropriate or appropriate from 
any surplus or available funds in the treasury, such sum or 
sums of money as may be deemed necessary to defray Town 
charges for the ensuing year. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to bor- 
row money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of 
the financial year beginning Jaunary 1, 1957, and to issue a 
note or notes therefor, payable within one year and to renew 
any note or notes as may be given for a period of less than one 
year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
on and after January 1, 1958, in anticipation of the revenue 
of the financial year beginning January 1, 1958. 
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Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate, or to transfer from available unappropriated funds 
in the treasury, the sum of $17,000.00 for the purpose of ex- 
tending the present water system from the present main on 
Green street and extending 1900 feet to Daniels street, or act 
in any manner pertaining thereto. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
three hundred twenty-five dollars ($325) toward defraying the 
expenses of Memorial Day. 


Article 9. To see what disposition the Town will make of 
money refunded from the county on account of the dog tax. 


Article 10. To see what salary and compensation the 
Town will allow each elected Town Officer for his services. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to take charge of all legal proceedings for or against the 
Town. 


Article 12. To see what sum of money the Town will 
raise and appropriate for Insect Pest Control. 


Article 13. To see what sum of money the Town will 
raise and appropriate for the suppression of Dutch Elm Disease. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a 
sum or sums of money for a Reserve Fund. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
provisions of the General Laws Chapter 41, Section 6 providing 
for the use of official ballots for the election of Town Officers, 
and their nominations in accordance with the provisions of the 
General Laws Chapter 50 to 56 inclusive, so far as applicable, 
and to determine under the provisions of the General Laws, 
Chapter 41, Section 7, what Town Officers shall be required to 
be elected by official ballot and fix their number and term of 
office, or to take any other action in regard thereto. 
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Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
provisions of Chapter 68 of the Acts of 1957, relative to life 
tenure for the Chief of Police for the Town of Hopedale, or take 
any action in relation thereto. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $5,000.00, to meet its share of the cost 
of premiums of contributory group insurance for certain per- 
sons in the service of the Town, or take any action in relation 
thereto. | 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Moderator to appoint a committee to be known as the High 
School Building Planning Committee to make a survey of ways 
of providing suitable additional High School housing. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate from available funds the sum of $4,000.00 to be used 
by the High School Building Planning Committee to defray 
costs of a survey. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to accept a deed 
from Morris A. Sneiderman and a deed from Edgar Pineau con- 
veying to the Town land on the northeasterly side of Freedom 
Street and William Street corner, for the purpose of rounding 
said corner. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
appointment of a committee by the Moderator, to consider and 
make recommendations for revision of the Town By-Laws, or 
take any action in relation thereto. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Moderator to appoint a committee to investigate the feasability 
of establishing a Planning Board, or take any action in relation 
thereto. 


Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum or sums of money for the improvement of 
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Dutcher Street, Chapter 90 Construction, to be expended un- 
der the supervision of the Selectmen, and to authorize the Se- 
lectmen on behalf of the Town to enter into any contracts or 
agreements in regard to said improvements or construction, or 
to take any other action in relation thereto. 


Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum or sums of money for the improvement of Free- 
dom Street, Chapter 90 Construction, to be expended under the 
supervision of the Selectmen, and to authorize the Selectmen 
on behalf of the Town to enter into any contracts or agreements 
in regard to said improvements or construction, or take any 
other action in relation thereto. 


Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum or sums of money for the Maintenance of Men- 
don Street, Chapter 90 Construction, to be expended under the 
supervision of the Selectmen, and to authorize the Selectmen 
on behalf of the Town to enter into any contracts or agreements 
in regard to said maintenance, or to take any other action in 
relation thereto. 


Article 26. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate or transfer from available funds in the Treasury, a 
sum of money for the permanent construction of Hopedale 
Street, or take any action in relation thereto. 


Article 27. To see if the Town will vote to accept the pri- 
vateway known as Charlesgate Road, as a public road, as laid 
out by the Road Commissioners. 


Article 28. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,500.00 for the improvement of Charles- 
gate Road, or take any action in relation thereto. 


Article 29. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Moderator to appoint a Hope Street Bridge Committee, which 
committee is to make a study of the need of repairs of said 
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bridge, the costs thereof and possible alternative traffic routes, 
and bring in their recommendation at a future Town Meeting. 


And you are hereby directed to serve this Warrant by post- 
ing up attested copies thereof in at least four public places in 


said Town, seven days at least before the time set for said meet- 
ing.

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TOWN MEETING — MARCH 4, 1957 


Pursuant to Warrant lawfully posted, the inhabitants of 
Hopedale, duly qualified by law to vote in Town affairs, met 
in Town Hall, and punctually at nine o’clock in the forenoon 
were called to order by the Town Clerk of said Town, who read 
the Warrant and under: 


Article 1. Mr. Edwin A. Howard was elected Moderator 
by the use of the secret ballot. 


The Town Clerk appointed two Tellers to serve for this 
Town Meeting only; namely, Millard A. Lovejoy and Edward 
L. Condon. 


Article 2. Voted: Unanimously, that the Town proceed 
to vote for all the necessary Town Officers by ballot, all upon 
one ballot, namely: Town Clerk, Treasurer, Collector, one Se- 
lectman for three years, one Assessor for three years, one Road 
Commissioner for three years, one member of the School Com- 
mittee for three years, one Library Trustee for three years, one 
Park Commissioner for three years, one Commissioner of Trust 
Funds for three years, five Constables, and a Tree Warden, 
using the check list, and that the polls be closed at 6:30 P.M. 


Article 3. Voted: Unanimously, that the reports of the 
Selectmen, Board of Public Welfare, School Committee, En- 
gineers of the Fire Department, and any other officers and com- 
mittees of the Town, be accepted as printed in the Town Re- 
port. 


After disposition of Article 3, Judge Gordon Shaw moved 
that we adjourn the balance of the Town Meeting business 
until 7:30 o’clock P.M., March 4th, 1956. Motion carried unani- 
mously. 


Adjourned Town Meeting was called to order promptly at 
7:30 o’clock P.M., March 4, 1956, by the Moderator, Edwin 
A. Howard. All persons in the hall were qualified voters as 
per the check list. 
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REPORT OF THE 
HOPEDALE TOWN FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Mr. Moderator: 


To the Citizens of the Town of Hopedale: 


Section 1 of Article XI of the By-Laws of the Town of 
Hopedale provides that there shall be a Finance Committee, 
consisting of nine members, appointed by the Board of Select- 
men. The Committee Members’ terms run for three years, ar- 
ranged to expire so that three members are appointed each 
year. 


Section 3 of this Article states that “It shall be the duty 
of the Committee to consider all articles in the Warrants for 
town meetings, that involve the expenditure of money, and at 
the meetings make recommendations in regard to the action 
that should be taken thereon. It shall also consider and report 
at each town meeting its recommendations as to any and all 
appropriations of money proposed to be made at said meeting.” 


In addition Section 6 of Chapter 40 of the Massachusetts 
General Laws provides in part that the Finance Committee, 
in towns having such a Committee, has the control over trans- 
fers from any Reserve Fund that may be appropriated at the 
Annual Meeting of the Town. The purpose of such a Reserve 
Fund is stated “To provide for extraordinary or unforeseen ex- 
penditures.”’ 


In accordance with its purpose, your Finance Committee 
has given careful consideration to all requests for the expendi- 
ture of money that were proposed for inclusion in the Town 
Warrant. The Committee has obtained information from and 
consulted with various departments of the Town and feels satis- 
fied that the appropriations it has recommended are the mini- 
mum amounts consistent with giving essential and necessary 
service to the townspeople. 
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In this connection it is pointed out that the 1957 Estimates 
appearing in the Report of the Town Accountant (pages 124 
to 126 of the Annual Report of the Town Officers for the year 
ending December 31, 1956) were of necessity preliminary 
figures. Many of these estimates were later revised by the de- 
partments or by suggestion of the Finance Committee. 


Total appropriations for 1957 recommended by the Finance 
Committee amount to $624,546.88, as compared with 
$558,654.50 last year— an increase of $65,892.38. However, 
because of expected larger receipts from the State for the 
Town’s share of income taxes and state grants, from motor 
vehicle taxes, and a larger transfer from surplus funds, the ad- 
ditional amount to be raised by local taxes is $30,360.00. This 
will require an estimated tax rate of $47.00, an increase of $3.50 
from 1956. 


The following condensed summary shows how the 1956 tax 
rate was determined and the estimated figures for 1957.

On the basis of the estimated assessed valuation for 1957, 
each $7,740 of appropriations affects our tax rate by $1. 


The principal increases in the recommended appropriations 
are $35,341 for the School Department and $21,800 for the 
Highway Department. Over $21,000 of the increase for high- 
ways represents special construction and repairs, nearly 
$17,000.00 of which will be repaid by the State and County. 
Because the State requires that we make the full appropriation, 
the Finance Committee has recommended that an increased 
amount be taken from the surplus funds (free cash) to be used 
for these special projects. 


Following is a list of the appropriations recommended by 
the Finance Committee, arranged in the order in which they 
are expected to be presented to the Annual Meeting, and com- 
pared with the 1956 appropriations. Those marked with an 
asterisk (*) are recommended to be appropriated from any 
funds available (Free cash) in the hands of the Town Treasurer.

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VITAL STATISTICS 


Parents and others are requested to carefully examine the 
following lists and if any errors or omissions are discovered re- 
port them at once to the town clerk, that the record may be 
corrected, as it is of importance that the record of Vital Sta- 
tistics should be complete. Herewith are extracts from the 
General Laws of Massachusetts, Chapter 46. 


Section 3. Every physician, or hospital medical officer 
registered under Section nine of Chapter one hundred and 
twelve, in this chapter called officer, shall keep a record of the 
birth of every child in cases of which he was in charge show- 
ing date and place of birth, the name, if any, of the child, its 
sex and color, the name, age, birth place, occupation and resi- 
dence (including the street number, if any) of each parent, 
the maiden name of the mother and the name of the physician 
or officer, if any, personally attending the birth. If the child 
is illegitimate, the names of and other facts relating to the 
father shall not be set forth except upon written request of 
both the father and mother. Said physician or officer shall, 
within fifteen days after such birth, mail or deliver to the 
clerk or register of the town where such birth occurred, a re- 
port stating the facts herein above required to be shown on 
said record and also the said written request, if any provided, 
that if said report is not so made within forty-eight hours 
after such birth, said physician or officer shall, within said 
forty-eight hours, mail or deliver to said clerk, or registrar 
a notice stating the date and place of the birth, the street 
number, if any, the ward number, if in a city, and the family 
name. Upon presentation to him of a certificate of the town 
clerk stating that any such birth has been duly reported, the 
town treasurer shall pay to such physician or officer a fee 
of twenty-five cents for each birth so reported. Any physician 
or any such officer violating any provision of this section shall 
forfeit not more than twenty-five dollars. 
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Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which a 
child is born, having knowledge of the facts required for 
record relative to such birth, shall furnish the same upon re- 
quest of the clerk of the town where such child was born or 
its parents reside, or of any person authorized by him. Such 
member or servant refusing to furnish such facts shall be 
punished by fine not exceeding ten dollars. 


Section 6. Parent, within forty days after the birth of a 
child, and every householder, within forty days after a birth 
in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk 
of the town where such child is born. Every householder in 
whose house a death occurs and the oldest next of kin of a 
deceased person in the town where the death occurs shall, with- 
in five days thereafter, cause notice thereof to be given to the 
board of health.

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REPORT OF TREE WARDEN AND 
SUPERINTENDENT OF INSECT PEST CONTROL 


Hopedale, Massachusetts, December 31, 1957 
To the Board of Selectmen 
Hopedale, Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit to you my report as Tree Warden and 
Superintendent of Insect Pest Control for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1957. 


As Tree Warden I had several dead trees removed and the 
dead and broken limbs removed that might be hazardous to 
street traffic. 


I inspected all tree trimming done by utility companies. 


I planted eleven Norway Maples to replace those that were 
removed. 


As Superintendent of Insect Pest Control I did the follow- 
ing: 

April 20 sprayed the mosquito breeding areas for mosquito 
and Black fly control. Also put a dormant spray with a mist 
blower on the Elm trees. This was a 12% DDT solution, to 
control the Elm Bark Beetle which are carriers of the Dutch 
Elm Disease. May 31st practically the whole town was sprayed 
from the air with a spray consisting of 6% DDT and 1% Mala- 
thion for the control of Elm Bark Beetles, Tent Caterpillars, 
Gypsy Moth, Flies, Mosquitos, etc. 

On July 12 the same spray was again applied. 


On Aug. 25 the same spray was applied as recommended 
by the State for protection against Equine Encephalitis. 

On July 7 Poison Ivy was sprayed on several streets con- 
tinuing the program started several years ago. 

Samples were taken from eighteen Elms suspected of hav- 
ing Dutch Elm Disease and sent to the Shade Tree Laboratory 
at the University of Massachusetts for testing. Twelve of them 
proved to have the disease and were promptly removed. Since 
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I discovered the first Dutch Elm diseased tree in 1946 forty 
have been destroyed. 


I would like to thank the Draper Corporation and the 
Grafton and Upton Railroad for their fine cooperation in try- 
ing to control this dread disease which is destroying so many 
of our beautiful Elm trees. Also I want to thank every person 
who has brought to my attention any tree suspected of having 
the disease.

GENERAL 


The new jeep truck was purchased and proved extremely 
versatile and useful in the many jobs required of it. 


PLAYGROUND 


Use of the playground facilities continued at a high level 
this year. The school bus was again used during the school 
summer vacation to bring children from outlying areas to the 
park and proved even more popular than last year. 


Sand was placed around the swings to provide a relatively 
soft surface for safety, yet one which can be kept looking well. 
The basketball court was resurfaced and a hot-top drive was 
laid into the bandstand from Northrop Street. 


A lawn consultant was called in to test and advise us on 
keeping the grass in good condition. Following his recom- 
mendation we started a fertilizer program. The exceedingly dry 
summer negated some of this effort however, so that some re- 
seeding will probably be necessary in the coming spring, par- 
ticularly around the bandstand. 


SWIMMING 


The hot dry summer made swimming especially popular. 
Swimming lessons were even more in demand this year with 
over 300 children enrolled in the various classes. 
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195 children passed the following tests: 


Beginners 719 
Intermediates 55 
Swimmers 40 
Life Saving 17 
Advanced Swimmers 7 


A cedar picket fence was installed to inclose the beach 
area to keep dogs from the beach and protect the children from 
running into the path of cars driving to the bathhouse. 


RESERVATION 


A large area of the upper pond, and the fringe of the lower 
pond were treated with a chemical to remove underwater vege- 
tation. The treatment was a complete success in the areas 
treated and will be extended to the remainder of the pond this 
coming season. 


The use of the reservation for picnics has become so popu- 
lar that a third area, midway between the first and second 
fireplace has been cleared and two picnic tables installed. The 
road through the reservation was scraped and regraded.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


The Librarian respectfully submits the seventy-second an- 
nual report. 


We are living in a changing world, a world beset with 
dangers, yet at the same time one that challenges us with 
greater opportunities than in any previous period in History. 
It is important for us to understand as far as we can, the issues 
that confront us, that we may keep our minds clear and judg- 
ment true. As a public library we are in a unique position to 
contribute constructively to this need. Books are the greatest 
source of information in the world. Through them, history, 
science, the insights of great minds are ours. The library has a 
responsibility to disseminate this knowledge to its community, 
not only to have the material but to make it easily available 
and to stimulate its circulation. What has been happening in 
our Library? 


The total circulation figures for the year are 38,849 against 
35,666 for 1956, an increase of 3,483. At the Branch in South 
Hopedale, Mrs. Jones had an increase of 440. This library is 
open only one day a week; it circulated in 1957 — 3,124. 


- There were 154 new borrowers, 98 of these were children 
and that is important for the young readers of today will be 
the thinkers and leaders of tomorrow. 


The addition of 401 volumes has brought the number of 
books in the library up to the total of 20,189. Among this 
year’s purchases are some useful reference books, namely, 19 
volumes of The World Book, The World’s Great Religions, 
Britannica’s Book of the Year, Current Biography and Standard 
Catalog for High School Libraries. We also added Lord’s In- 
dexed Street map of Worcester and vicinity. 
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Our Children’s Library has had an active year. Mrs. 
Marjorie Hattersley, the Children’s Librarian, reports that the 
distribution of books through the classrooms of the elementary 
schools shows an increase over last year. The Children’s Li- 
brarian visited these schools at the end of the school year in 
June to publicize the summer reading and in Book Week to 
talk about children’s new books. The State Reading program 
was carried on enthusiastically by a number of teachers. 107 
State Certificates were awarded. Two story hours were held 
this year, conducted by Mrs. Leola Stearns and Mrs. Hattersley. 


Seventh grade students with their teacher, Mr. James R. 
Jorgenrud, visited the Main Library in June. Each class re- 
mained here for two sessions of an hour and a half and had 
instruction in reference work. 


During the year we have borrowed 200 Juvenile books 
from the Division of Library Extension in Boston. This is a 
great privilere that all libraries of Massachusetts have. We do 
appreciate it, as it gives our children many splendid books to 
read. 


National Book Week was observed in the Children’s and 
the Adult’s department as well. Throughout the week the new- 
est adult books were exhibited in the Reading Room. 


The major project this year took place in the main part of 
the library where the antiquated fixtures were removed and 
modern indirect lighting installed to harmonize with the lights 
in the Reading Room. A Webster Electric Com - ette was in- 
stalled. 


There have been many gifts of books and magazines given 
to the library during the past year and these are listed in the 
appendix to this report. The Library is very grateful for such 
gifts. We received a generous gift of money from Mrs. Edith 
Ferm to be used for children’s books. 
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To Mr. Harry A. Billings our Trustee, we are again in- 
debted for the very generous fund given by him in memory 
of his wife, Mrs. Beatrice Billings. This fund provides for books 
for the children which is greatly appreciated. Each book bears 
on its book plate the words ‘““This book for Hopedale Children’”’. 


Beautiful floral arrangements and plants were sent to the 
library during the year by Temple Flowers. They have been 
appreciated by both the public and staff, and we say Thank 
You. 


The Librarian wishes to express her appreciation to the 
Trustees for their continued cooperation and to the members 
of the staff for their interest in carrying on the work of the year. 


Now we face the challenges and problems of the atomic 
age. In the midst of the confusion and fear, it is ours to guard 
and develop one institution that is a heritage to our American 
freedom, the Public Library.
